SRCOND CHILD TELLS 


ABOUT HITCHCOCK 


Rush of Men to Court to Hear the 
Testimony in the Case 
Against the Actor. 


MOTHER AIDS THE DEFENSE 


Comedian Nervous as the Trial Goes 
On—Defense Likely to be That 
He Was Fighting Blackmallers. 


A great crowd of men again surged in 
the corridors of the Criminal Court Build- 
ing yesterday in the hope of hearing the 
testimony in the trial of Raymond Hitch- 
cock, the actor, and as many policemen 
as were on duty in the Thaw trial were 
necessary to hold back the mob. Only 
those favored by the court attendants got 
into the court room, but the benches were 
well filled by men, young and old, who 
eraned their-necks to hear every word 


that fell from the children on the stand. 

Chief of the witnesses yesterday was 
thirteen-year-old Elsie Voecks, who was 
the companion of Helen Von Hagen in 
geutomobile trips to Mr. Hitchcock’s home 
in Great Neck, L. I. She was only 11 

ears old when these trips were made. 

She told practically the same story as 
that related by Helen Von Hagen about 
the visit of Hitchcock to their room there. 

The child said that she was born in 
Berlin, and had come from Germany with 
her parents, who took a farm in Pike 
County, Penn. Later they gave up the 
farm, and came to New York. They 
lived in Third Avenue, between Twenty- 
sixth and Twenty-seventh Streets, She 
made friends on the street with Helen, 
with Bella McKenzie, and other girls, who 
have been mentioned -in the Hitchcock 
eases. 

The girl testified that she was in Hitch- 
cock’s room in Forty-first Street.’ On 
cross-examination she stuck to her story. 
She admitted that she was the sister ‘of 
Hugo Voecks, whose arrest the: actor 
caused on the charge of *blac ailing. 
She also admitted that she had stayed 
at the home of Bella McKenzie. 

The cross-examination of Helen Von 
Hagen took up a great part of the morn- 
fing session. This child also stuck to her 
story in the main, There were discrepan- 
cies between it as she toid it now and as 
She told it before the Grand Jury which 
indicted Hitchcock, but they were of a 
minor character, and did not concern the 
main facts she related. 

Mrs. Mary Von Hagen, the girl’s moth- 
er, was recalled for further cross-exam- 
ination.

Liberals Throw Them Over in Vote. 
on Wnemployed Workmen's Bill. 


LONDON, March 13.—The Liberals and 
the Socialists came to a clash in the} 
House of Commons to-day, and undoubt- 
edly influen@éad to a certain extent by | 
Lord MRosebery’s speech yesterday against 
Sociulism, the Liberals threw overboard 
the Whemployed Workmen’s bill of the 
Labor Party. The majority against it 
was 149, 

The measure has become known as the 
* Right to Work” bill, because a vital 
| clause makes it the duty of the local au- 
thorities to provide work for all unem- 
ployed persons, and failing this provision 
of work, the authorities shall provide 
maintenance for unemployed men and 


their families. The bill is frankly ad- 
mitted to be Socialistic in character. 

“ All we want is money, and we propose 
to get it from those bursting money bags 
of unearned increment which the Govern- 
ment is too timid to attack,’"" was the 

hrase used by one of the labor leaders 
n the debate to-day, and it sums 4 very 
well the:general trend of the speeches of 
the supporters of the measure. 

As a result of a Cabinet meeting the 
Government, under the virile leadership 
of: Herbert H. Asquith, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and Acting Premier, decided 
to risk a probable split with the Socialist 
;element. Mr. Asquith and John Burns, 
the labor leader in the House, both asked 
the House to reject the bill. 

Mr. Burns declared that the passage of 
this bill would be most destructive to the 
social fabric. The Government already 
was doing all that could reasonably be 
expected to improve the condition of 
labor. If it had made a mistake it was 
that it had gone too far and exalted fus- 
tian and corduroy above the frock coat and 
the top hat.

PETERSBURG, March 13.—The 
American Embassy to-day certified to the 
indictment in this city in December of 
Olga Stein, a Russian woman, on charges 
of swindling and embezzlement.

Plan Is to Organize So That Colleges 
Will Become Subsidiary.

APPLETON, Wis., March 13.—A vast 
scheme of National college and university | 
development was announced at a meeting | 
of the State college Presidents at Madi- | 
son. According to President Plants, the | 
Wisconsin represertative on Rockefeller's | 
college endowment organization, the plan 


in brief is to organize universities of the | 
country along common lines and to pre- 
vent any two in the class being nearer 
than 100 miles. Colleges in that radius 
will be forced to become subsidiary to the 
universities and be known as junior col- 
leges, carrying work only to the level of | 
the end of the sophomore year in the uni- 
versity. ! 
The university then will complete the 
four years’ course and give post-graduate 
work. The universities, in addition, will 
have the freshmen and sophomore years 
of college life, so -it-is expected that the | 
smaller schools will be eliminated gradn- 
ally by their inability to cope with the 
schools in the university class. 
Rockefeller and Carnegie are working 


together in this project.

Dead Fireman Regarded the Call 
of Duty as Imperative in 
Any Walk of Life. 


COOL IN TIMES OF DANGER 


He Was a Strict Disciptinarian, but 


Just to All and Never Har 
bored a Grudge. 


News of the death of Fire Commission- 
er’ Hugh Bonner was received by all 
branches of the department yesterday 
morning with sincere sorrow, as he had 
gained the respect of all who had come 
into contact with him during his forty- 
odd years as a firefighter. John R. Shee- 
han, who has been for many years Assist- 
ant Secretary at Headquarters, in speak- 
ing of his late Chief yesterday, said: 

“Commissioner Bonner had the respect 
and admiration of all the old hands of 
the department. He was a strict discip- 
Mnarian and.would not overlook. any 
breach of duty, no matter by whom com- 
mitted. I have never heard:a single in- 
stance where he was accused of dealing 
unfairly with any one in the department.” 

Three weeks ago Mr. Bonner suspended 
Supt. Joseph Burke of the Combustibles 
Bureau and Building Supt. Alexander 
Stevens for being eleven minutes late in 
reporting at their offices. 

Friends of the late Commissioner at 
Fire Headquarters yesterday said. they 
had tried to dissuade him from. accepting 
the position on account of his health 
when it was offered.to him by Mayor Mo- 
Clellan,.but he had replied that he had 
never refused the call of duty and would 
not then. 

The. death of Deputy Chief Charles W. 
Kruger at the Canal Street fire affected 
the Commissioner greatly, as the two had 
been friends for many years. Mr. Bonner 
had great faith in Kruger as a capable 
man in fighting big fires, and for his 
control over the men. 

When Mr. Bonner was made Commis- 
sioner many persons expected to see him 
dismiss Fire Chief Croker because the 
latter had taken Bonner’s job ten years 
ago, but there was never a suggestion of 
that kind from the new Commissioner, 
who said, when questioned on the subject, 
that Croker was too good a fire fighter 
to be dispensed with. ‘ , 

During his long career, Mr. Bonner in- 
vented the battering ram, the wall cutter, 
the tin roof cutter, the hose hoist, cellar 
and sub-cellar pipes, the life net, and 
many other.appliances for fighting fire 
and saving life. 

His Cigar a Signal of Victory. 

His judgment was sound, and he never 
got worried or lost his nerve, no matter 
Yow big a fire was. On arriving at a fire, 
the first thing he did was to get to the 
heart of.the fire and see what was best to 
be done. Then he would retire to the

Georgian Says to Refuse His Bid- 
ding Means Fight for Po- 
litical Existence. 


HE DOMINATES CONGRESS 


In House Willett Says He Has Done 


More to Destroy Business Than 
Any Man in Our History. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—In one of 
the bitterest attacks ever made in the 
Senate upon the President, Senator Bacon 
of Georgia to-day announced what he 
termed the usurpation of legislative power 
by the White House. He referred im- 
mediately to the series of conferences 
that preceded the drafting of the bill by 
which the Sherman Anti-Trust law is to 
be amended. 

Although representatives of the execu- 
tive branches of the Government were 
present at these conferences, he pointed 
out, to listen to the suggestions of the 
agents of special interests, no member 
of the Senate or the House was invited 
to participate. 

“This usurpation of power by the 
White House has gone on for years,” he 
said. “It has gone on so unblushingly 
and so boastingly that we have become 
accustomed to it.’ 

The Senator read extracts from news- 
papers, detailing the conferences with the 
President. He showed that, aside from 
the Cabinet officers present, the con- 
ferrees were-representatives of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., the big railway systems, and 
steel trust and the labor interests. The 
bill, hé said, was framed by the President 
and his advisers, but really was dictated 
by the special interests. 

Senator Bacon then read from another 
newspaper clipping to the effect that the 
President was about to attempt to force 
certain legislation through at the present 
session. He read a list of the bills enum- 
erated, and insisted that it would be a 
physical impossibility for Congress to 
consider wisely such a mass of legislation 
before the early adjournment this year. 

“Still we are to be browbeaten into 
rushing this through,” he thundered. 
“That is, the Senators on that side are 
to be whipped into line. I saw a cartoon 
the other day which depicted the Presi- 
dent, big stick in hand, putting an ex- 
tinguisher over some ten or a dozen Sen- 
ators. I could not recdgnize the Senators 
for only their feet and legs were shown.’ 

The Senator drew a parallel between 
this situation and that of a foreign coun- 
try, which he visited last year, and said: 

“The Parliament was @ Parliament of 
puppets, completely under the domination 
of one man, /before whose will they had 
to bow.” 

Senator Bacon contended that President 
Roosevelt so far dominated the Congress 
of the United’States that to refuse his 
bidding meant a fight for political exist- 
ence, 

When he had finished the Senator 
paused for a moment, and then, address- 
ing the Chair, said: 

“Perhaps I should apologize for this 
arraignment. It may..have. been impru- 
dent. In fact, I may have said more than 
I should have said.” 

Tillman and other Democratic Senators 
protested against the apology. Tillman 
was especially wroth. 

**Tt’s the truth, isn’t it?’ he demanded. 
"Then, why apologize for the truth?” 

After a whispered collogiwfy with other 
members of his party, Senator Bacon 
practically withdrew his apology. 

“‘I will admit it may have been impru- 
dent,’”” he said. ‘‘Some of my friends do 
not believe I should apologize to the Sen- 
ate. What I have charged is true—abso- 
lutely true.” 

No serious attempt was made by the 
Republicans to defend the President. 
Practically all sat with the pleased ‘‘ I've 
just-eaten-the-canary "’ expression. 

In the House Mr. Willett of New York 
denounced the President. He insisted that 
the distressing effects of the panic of 
1907 were still being felt. 

Mr. Willett charged that President 
Roosevelt had ‘‘ done more than all other 
Presidents and all other public men in 
the history of the-country to shake the 
confidence of thé people in our form of 
government, and has done more than any 
one man in our Nation’s history to de- 
stroy legitimate business and shatter con- 
fidence among the people.”’

The 
passengers, most of whom were aroused 
by the stewards, found smoke pouring 
through the vessel. Two or three women 
became hysterical and their alarm was in- 
creased by a deck hand, who ran through 
the ship crying ‘“‘ Fire!” at the top of 
his voice. The officers had hard work 
to hoid the passengers in check. 

The whistle of the Providence sounded 
four blasts, a warning. A wireless mes- 
sage sent by Capt. Appelby was received 
on board the steamer Boston, and by the 
Boston office of the company. The Bos- 
ton at once notified the skipper of the 
Providence that he would stand by. This 
was unnecessary, for the Richard Peck 
which was coming up behind, at the first 
blast for help ranged alongside and the 
work of transferring the passengers be- 
gan. 

A gangplank was put from one vessel 
to the other, and the 400 passengers made 
| the oe from boat to boat without acci- 
| dent. n the excitement, however, many 
left their hand lugzage behind them. The 
crew of the Providence behaved well. 
They carried out the fire drill perfectly. 
A line of hose was run into the hold and 
the men soon had the fire out. At no 
time, the officers declare, was there the 
slightest danger.

Harvey's Yale audience no harm to 
have before them a concrete example of 
what the lecturer thinks a newspaper 
ought to be. 
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EARNING AND SPENDING. 


We take pleasure in directing the at- 
tention of the unemployed to the fact 
that the cost of living ts still declining. 
On March 1 a year ago it was at its re- 
corded maximum. Since then there has 
been hardly an interruption in its fall 
to the level of July 1, 1905. ‘Within a 
year there has been a fall of 12 per 
cent., which jis a toboggan slide for so 
stable a thing as an index number. It 
is true that the number now, $7.9862, 
shows a gain of about 40 per cent. over 
$5.7019 on July 1, 1896, but that was 
rise from a hole, not from a level or an 
average. In any case an advance of 40 
per cent, distributed over the years 
since 1896 its much less abrupt and 
striking than the decline of 12.5 per 
cent. in a twelvemonth, to the lowest in 
thirty-three months. 

Nothing is further from our Intention 
than to taunt those who are earning 
nothing with this comparative cheap- 
ness of what they have not the means 
to buy. But we do think it is a fair 
occasion to ask them whether they pre- 
fer wages and high prices or idleness 
and low prices. And to those who are 
indulging themselves in bargains ity 
food and clothing with resources taken 
from the savings bank, reducing their 
children’s patrimony or cheating their 
old age, we would say that cheapness of 
necessaries, procured at the cost of 
something like ruin for the rich, {s dear- 
ly bought. When nich men sell their 
yachts, and the unemplo¥ed parade, and 
the cost of Hving {s near a minimum, 
there is less general happiness than 
when the rich are prodigal and the 
poor are earning.

HUGH BONNER. 


In Huan Bonner this community has 
lost a man who placed its Fire Depart- 
ment at the head of similar organiza- 
tions in the service of the world’s great 
cities. He ran New York's first self- 
propelling fire engine and its first 
chemical engine; he operaged the first 
water tower ever used; he invented 
the life net, and various devices for 
reaching the heart of a fire more 
quickly.* These were incidents In the 
development of a system of municipal 
fire protection with which Mr. Bonnar 
was identified for half a century. After 
he had been deemed by some too old 
to remain as New York’s Fire Chief 
he retired, and by appointment of 
President Roosrvae.t took charge of 
the Fire Department of Manila, which 
is to-day the wonder of the natives 
and of more civilized capitals. Return- 
ing to New York, within two months 
of his death he was intrusted with the 
Fire Commissionership by Mayor Mc- 
CLELLAN. 

His last service was to replace the 
rotten hose which mismanagement, or 
worse, had foisted upon the depart-

There is exaggeration, of course, in that 
view, and we hope it is wild exaggeration, 
but an overcrowded and unventilated 
bullding is in effect a lethal chamber for 
a victim of tuberculosis, and confinement 
in such a place not only takes away his 
last chance of recovery, but materially 
hastens the progress of his disease. And, 
with such conditions in existence as those 
pictured by Dr. Jacopi, the use of ex- 
tremely plain words is justified, or rather 
demanded, and they can hardly be too 
much emphasized. 

New York is officially declared to be 
close to the Umits of its financial re- 
sources just now, but we all know that 
the statements to that effect are true 
only in a strictly technical sense, and 
that the city has all the money needed 
for doing anything it really wants to do. 
Certainly it is not 80 poor that its public 
hospitals should be conducted in complete 
indifference to medical science and in vio- 
lation of what have come to be recog- 
nized as the first principles of intelligent 
care. 

Fortunately for the repute of the city, 
not all its consumptive patients are treat- 
ed as Dr. Jacosr described. Many, or at 
least some, in the early stages of the 
disease are enabled on that same island 
to get the benefits of what amounts to 
life In the open air. That they all cannot 
is probably not the fault of any one per- 
son or department. It is due in part to 
lack of general public knowledge of the 
existing conditions and in part to the per- 
sistence of ignorance as to the exact 
natune of consumption, its Intrinsic cura- 
bility in every case taken in time, and 
the means by which this end can be at- 
tained. 

In the same address in which Dr. 
Jacost discussed the Biackwell’s Island 
Hospital he properly characterized as 
public enemies the legislators and the 
landlords who are trying to wreck the 
tenement house law by exempting from 
its beneficent restrictions thousands of 
the very buildings that need them most. 
He used even more vigor than we em- 
ployed recently in antagonizing this ef-

BATTLESHIP FLEET 
TO VISIT AUSTRALIA 


Will Call at Two Ports on Its Way 
to New York by Suez 
Route. 


PRAISE FROM EUROPEANS 


German and British Experts Laud the 
Feat of Our Ships—Other In- 
vitations Probable.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—The battle 
ship fleet is going to Australia. After 
hearing with marked satisfaction Secre- 
tary Metcalf relate to the Cabinet the 
success of the cruise of the fleet to Mag-

miral Evans, and authorized the Secre~

The journey will be leis- 
urely, for the most part, including a stop 
of two weeks or more. at Honolulu, a few 
days at Samoa, and about twelve days in 
the two Australian ports. The stop at Ma- 
nila will be for a month or six weeks, 
and target practice will be held. Coalin 
stops will be made at Colombo, Aden, a 
Gibraltar. 


TOKIO, March 18.—The official route of 
the American battleship fleet on its re- 
turn to the Atlantic was conveyed to the 
Foreign Office to-day. Baron Saito, Min- 
ister of Marine, when shown the itinerary, 
repeated his previous statements and em- 
phasized Japan's desire that the fleet 
would visit a Japanese port in order to 
enable a practical demonstration of the 
sincerity of Japan's friendship for the 
United States and the American people.

CANADIAN INTERESTS LOSE. 


Injunction Denied In Sult Involving 
Lake Superior Corporation. 


Vice Chancellor Garrison, in Jersey City | 


yesterday, denied an injunction in the 
suit of the Canadian Improvement Com- 
pany against J.’Tatnall Lea and others, 


officers of banks in Philadelphia, to re- | 


strain a group of New York and Phila- 
delphia bankers from voting 60,000 shares 


of Lake Superior Corporation stock held | 


by the banks as collateral. 

The suit was the result of the financtal 
difficulties which overcame the Consoli- 
dated Lake superior Company in 1903. 
The Lake Superior Corporation was or- 

anized as the successor of the Consoli- 
dated Lake Superior orporation, and the 
Canadian Improvement Company was or- 
ganized by the Canadian interests to com- 
plete the financing of the transfer of the 
property. 

The Government of the Province of On- 

tario also loaned $1,000,000 to complete the 
deal, Subsequently a dispute arose as 
to the absolute control of the property by 
the Canadian interests, and the Canadian 
Improvement Company finally begun suit 
for an injunction to restrain various 
banks, principally in Philadelphia, from 
voting on stock of the Lake Superior Cor- 
oration which they had obtained as col- 
teral for loans. 
As the decision stands, the Canadian in- 
terests will be compelled to share the 
control of the property with the American 
interests. 


NO STEEL RAIL DISPUTE. 


Price Under Discussion of Specially 
Made Rails for the Pennsylvania. 


Reports published yesterday of a con- 
troversy between the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road and the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, an official of the road said, were 


without foundation. The Steel Corpora- 
tion has not refused to manufacture rails 
under the Pennsylvania's specification, 
nor has the Pennsylvania addressed other 
roads for the purpose of inviting a dis- 
cussion of the matter. It is true that the 
price to be paid for the new rails is under 
discussion.

While Wall Street has been disposed to 
| pay little attention to unfavorable news 
from Washington, it is still responsive to 
announcements of a more pleasing kind, 
a8 was made clear yesterday by the rise 
in prices in the final hour of business on 
the Stock Exchange following the publi- 
cation of’ Secretary Straus’s statement 
that the much-discussed investigation of 
| Stock Exchanges was really nothing more 
ithan a “ study ” of “ bucket shop bills.” 
During the first four hours of business 
the movement of prices was extremely 
irregular, and a number of the shares 
conspicuous in the trading for several 
days past were genuinely weak. Activity 
in low-priced stocks, coupled with large 
gains, served to preserve the appearance 
of a forward movement, however, and dis- 
couraged operators who had been making 
up their minds that the advanceshad 
about run its course. The copper shares 
were strong throughout. Buying followed 
another advance in the price of the metal 
and news from the mining districts of the 
reopening of additional mines. In the 
last hour the rise became general, high- 
priced shares and the specialties partici- 
pating equally in it, and the market closed 
at practically the top prices of the day, 
with vigorous buying under way. The 
Washington announcement purporting to 
correct the earlier information that an 
investigation of the Stock Exchange was 
to be made was itself fairly indefinite, 
since an extraordinary amount of leeway 
appeared to be allowed to the head of 
the Bureau of Corporations for finding 
material for his report. A definite and of- 
ficial statement of the exact situation 
should be forthcoming. The practical 
passing of the Southern Railway preferred 
dividend was not unexpected, for the 
earnings of the road have been falling 
steadily, and. its troubles In connection 
with Southern agitation against corpora- 
tions have been matters of general knowl- 
edge. 

On the ourrency movements of the week 
the banks have apparently lost some 
$2,000,000.

THE NEW “YORK hei 
‘LIBRARIES SWAMPED | 
BY CHILD RRADERS 


Carnegie Branch in Pitkin Ave- 
nue, Brownsville, Crowded 
Far Beyond Its Capacity. 


ANOTHER TO BE ENLARGED 


Work Stopped on Glenmore Avenue 
Branch and Architects Ordered to 
Revise Plans—No Women Readers. 


The Trustees of the Carnegie Library 
Fund have ordered work stopped on the 
Glenmore Avenue Branch in the Browns- 
hie section of Brooklyn, and instructed 
the architect to arrange for. the enlarge- 
ment of the building. The Trustees have 
decifed that the library as originally 
planned will be inadequate to the growth 
of Brownsville, which now has. 90,000 in- 
habitants, and every day brings in more 
people from the lower east side of Man- 
‘hattan. ‘ 

The matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the Trustees by the extraordinary 
demands of the district upon the Pitkin 
Avenue Branch, which was formerly 
thought sufficient for this section, This 
branch, which contains 10,000 volumes, 
opened with a’ membership of 7,000, but 
the building soon became so crowded at 
all hours of the day that every available 
seat, table, and stairway was filled and a 
oe line formed outside. 

To meet the emergency the. librarians 
adopted the rule that no one could enter 
| to read who did not hold a membership 
card. The membership list promptly rose 
to 9,000, a number far beyond the capacity 
of the building, and by December the 
monthly circulation arose to 23,000 vol- 
umes. As there are only 10,000 books on 
the shelves, the same books have to go 
out three and four times a month. 

The greatest demand has been in the 
children’s department, where. the shelves 
are often stripped bare, while the chil- 
dren form in line at the recelving desk 
and grab the books as they are brought 
in. Sometimes the janitor has to be 
called to quell the disputes arising over 
the possessfon of Grimm's “ Fairy Tales " 
and other favorites. 

The number of child ‘readers makes. a 
| serious problem for the librarians, for 
many of the youngsters prefer the library 
to their homes, and the librarians have to 
| forcibly remove them at closing hours. 

Of the 7,000 members of the Pitkin Ave- 
nue Branch only 250 are more than 25 
years old, and there are no adult women 
readers. On Washington’s Birthday the 
library was erowded from morning till 
night, and a waiting line formed outside, 
but in all the crowa there was not a 
single woman. The branch has béen 
forced to have its printing done in Yid- 
pee: 


COURT FAVORS “SUGAR TRUST. 


Judge Holt Thinks Sherman Law 
Doesn't Cover $30,000,000 Sugar Suit. 


Judge Holt, in the United States Circuit 
Court, heard argument yesterday by 
counsel for the American Sugar Refining 

; Company to dismiss the suit for $80,000,000 
damages brought against the trust by 
Receiver Earle and the Pennsyivania 
Sugar Refining Company of Philadelphia 
under the Sherman Anti-trust act. Judge 
Holt said that he was of the opinion that 
there was no remedy under the sections 
of this act, and that he was willing to 


give judgment then on what seémed to 
him to be the meérits of the case. ‘It 
seems to mé,’’ he said, “‘ that the plain- 
tiffs never began business, nor is there 
any reason for the court to believe they 
intended to do so.” He finally ordered 
that briefs’ be submitted, however, and 
this was done. There will be another 
hearing on the case on April 6. 

Counsel for the American Company con- 
tends that the building of the Pennsyl- 
vania refinery was simply a bluff to make 
the American company buy it out, and 
that since the Pennsylvania company 
never manufactured sugar, it could not 
recover damages for what it may have 
intended to do. This appeared to be the 
view of the court.

BANKING BILLS AMENDMENTS, 


Collateral Loans Are Limited to és Per 
Cent. of Capital in Manhattan. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 18.—Chairman 
Francis of the Assembly Banks Com- 
mittee and Supt. Williams of the State 
Banking Department gave out to-day 4 
memorandum with regard to amendments 
agreed upon to some of the pending bank- 
ing reform’ bills. 

By the amendments to the bill relative 
to restrictions upon. loans and business 
methods ‘of corporations subject to the 
provisions of the banking law, loans upon 
collateral and commercial and business 
paper are limited to 25 ae r cent. of capi- 
tal and surplus in the Borough of Man- 
hattan, the iaw remaining uncnanged os 
to other localities. 

The prohibition with regard to second 
mortgages contained in the present bill 
is changed so as to permit loans upon sec- 
ond mortgage security where the aggre- 
gate of prior mortgages, liens, and in- 
cumbrances does not exceed 10 per cent. 
of the capital and surplus of the cor- 
poration making the loan and the: total 
‘amount secured upon any parcel of real 
estate, including proper mortgages, liens, 
and incumbrances, does not exceed two- 
thirds of the appraised value of the real 
estate. 

Tota) loans upon real estate security 
are limited to 10 per cent. of the aggre- 
gate assets of the institution making the 
loan in the Borough of Manhattan, and 
25 per cent. of the aggregate assets of 
the institution making the loan in other 
localities.

Thrilling Rescue by Policeman, 
The glare of the headlights lighted up 
the opening into the tunnel and revealed 
the burglar lying unconscious across the 
tracks, The chauffeur entered into the 
spirit of the occasion and hauled out his 
emergency rope. This was knotted to the 
railing, and Stringer, who is small and 
agile, slipped down into the tunnel. Just 
as he reached the burglar’s side he looked 


down the tunnel and saw the headlight of 
an approaching train. 

Holding the unconscious man upright, 
he shoved him back against the wall and 
then jumped as a train whizzed by. 
had to press against the 
all his strength, holding Brink with one 
|hand to keep both from béing sucked 
under the wheels. When the train had 
| passed he heard Browr shouting from 
above. Both he and ths chauffeur were 
afraid the two men had béen killed. 

Reassured by eo return shouts, 
the men above pulled the two out. An 
ambulance was summoned from the Pres- 
byterlan Hospital, and Dr. Dexter found 
that Brink had received badly lacerated 
hands and knees and a deep cut over his 
left eye, where his head had hit a. rail, 
After reviving him, and when the police- 
men had searched and uestioned him, 
{the surgeon took him to the hospital. 

He refused to Ese his address or occu- 
pation to the police; but said he was 23 
years old. He was in his stocking feet, 
and had in his pocket eleven skeleton 
keys, a knife, a pack of cards, five pawn 
tickets, a silver card recelver ane a 
smail medal made out of an old penny 
and marked “Ivy Chapter, 238, R. A. M., 
Feb. 2, 1870, New York City.” 

Quite a crowd of half- Greased residents 
of the district, who had been awakened 
by the shooting and noise of the chase, 
had by this time gathered, and one of 
the Mr. Pierson, announced that his 
apartment had been entered and some 
silverware stolen.

FENIMORE COOPER Statue Asso- 

ciation has been organized, with Presi- 

dent Bliot of Harvard University as 

Chairman, and with a committee in- 

cluding Rudyard Kipling, Prof. Brander 

Matthews, Prof. Thomas R, Lounsbury, 
and Donald G. Mitchell. The purpose of the society 
is the erection in the village of Cooperstown, N. Y., 
of a bronze or marble statue of the -first,strictly 
Ameri¢an writer of romance. The committee believes 
that the time is ripe for the enterprise, and hopes 
that the younger generations of Americans, in par- 
ticular, as well as their elders, who long ago read 
Cooper’s tales of land and sea with unforgettable 
delight, will unite in making possible the projected 
memorial. 


The youngest son of Charles Dickens, Mr. Edward 
Bulwer Lytton Dickens, is a Member of Parliament 
in Australia, Not long ago in the course of a speech 
he was frequently interrupted by a snappish member 
named Willis..

Queen Maud of Norway is the author of a book 
which may be described as a work of fiction. While, 
Strictly speaking, she is not its writer, in another 
sense she is its author. It is nothing more than a 
scrap-book, into which the Queen pastes newspaper 
clippings about herself and the King. However, these 
clippings are all accounts of things which actually 
never happened—rumors, speculations, unfounded 
gossip, and the like. If, some day in the future, a 
learned historian delving among the records of the 
past for material wherewith to vitalize the dry bones 
of history were to hit upon this curious volume he 
would probably give the world an intimate account of 
the doings of royalty in the early twentieth century 
as worthy of belief.as are some so-called “ sidelights 
on history” current to-day. 

“ Let us all join in singing the National Anthem,” 
said the Chairman of a meeting at Carnegie Hall the 
other night. He added, “ The words may be found on 
the programme,” and the audience, more ready to 
laugh than to vibrate with the proper emotion, 
showed that it appreciated the humor of the situa- 
tion, Printing the words of the National Anthem on 
the programme is a dubious expedient; it is not a 
compliment to the patriotism of the audience, and it 
is @ question whether it is calculated to enhance 
patriotism. As a matter of fact, almost every Amer- 
ican knows the first two Mnes of the immortal dog~- 
gerel, and it is a small matter that no audience could 
be assembled which could carry it through to the end 
of the second stanza, where, without perceptible rea- 
son, the heart with rapture thrills, like that above. 
Just as there is nothing in the raucous bombast of 
the words to dwell in the cherishing memory, so there 
is nothing in the sense of the verses to thrill the heart 


- with rational feeling of National greatness. National 


anthems, however, are commonly very poor things; 
“ América” is as good as any. So, though we may 
not be able to remember very much of it, we shall 
probably always feel a swelling of the heart as the 
band strikes up, embark bravely on the enterprise, 
get successfully to “ Li-ber-ty———*-end continue to 
assist incoherently but joyfully in the glorious vocal 
row which does duty as a National Anthem. Why 
bother about the words? 


A hundred years after his death John Newton Is 
to be honored with a memorial tablet in the old 
London Church of St. Mary Woolnoth. The writings 
of John Newton aré, of course, largely forgotten 
now. Who remembers even the title of “ Omicron” 
and “Cardiphonia” ? On the other hand, to few 
authors has it been given to live in words so widely 
known as does Newton in the noble hymn, “ Glorious 
Things of Thee Are Spoken.”

HAT is it exactly that you do when you 
read a printed page? By what in- 
tricate mechanic of eye and. brain 
may cold ink on dead paper set your 
imagination agog and blazon upon 
your consciousness thoughts, ideas, 

visions which have had their birth In the conscious- 
ness of other men remote-tn time or space or ‘both 
—and do it sometimes so vividly that the very emo- 
tions and passions of these other men become your — 
emotions and your passions? The thing is a miracle, 
But the miracle is so swiftly and smoothly accom- 
plished that it seems no miracle. There ts hardly, 
under ordinary circumstances, a sense of effort. 
You may remember dimly the labor of learning the 
trick, but the conscious act now is simplicity itself. 
Like Caesar, you see and conquer. 

The real complexity of what you do is consider- 
ately confined to the patient subconscious part of 
you, and is so snugly ensconced there that even the 
psychologist has much ado t® get at the tedious — 
machinery of the process. -However, the psychol=~ 
ogist is nothing if not curious. And in @ modestly * 
laborious volume called “ The Psychology and Ped- 
agogy of Reading” (the Macmillan Company) you ~ 
may discover by grace of the industry of Edmund 
Burke Huey, A. M., Ph. D., what the inquisition of 
the psychologist has revealed. 

It appears from elaborate experiments performed 
by harnessing the eye to a micrometer that this « 
useful organ—when a man reads consecutively ‘and 
conscientiously—follows each line from left to right 
and swings back again like an oar between strokes, a 
but in the forward pass works not evenly like the - 
oar in the pull, but by jerks like those of the hands 
of the clock, three to five to an ordinary line, Be-~. 
tween the jerks are pauses. Whence the inference 
that the eye signals to the brain/by pictures net of 
separate letters or of words one by one, but by 
groups of letters and words. In short, that it trans- 
lates our alphabetic symbols back into virtual ideo- 
graphs—each with its association. So by fixing 
this association and that turning on this brain rec- 
ord and the other, and by combination afterward, 
the reading is done, much ag if one were a Navajo 
reading picture signs; the meaning conveyed more 
or less Clearly as the reader’s set of ideographs is 
complete and accurate, 3 

As each man evolves his own ideographs for 
himself out of the printed text, no two men naturally 
will be likely to read by just the same set of jerks 
and pauses. And incidentally, unless the matter 
is yery simple or rigidly seientific, no two men will 
get exactly the same meaning. For no two ideo- 
graphs will evoke just the same associationa 
Obviously because these primary associations with 
symbols are caught young, and the brain ‘record 
which each symbol swings into conscidusness was 
a chance record. We miay all of us, if we take 
the trouble, discover in our mental picture of a 
common word or phrase curious and fantastic lnger- 
ings of ideas belonging of right to the context im 
which our childish mind first met it—ideas often 
quite remote from its proper connotation.

OF CHINESE LIFE 


“The Vermilion Pencil” a Strong 
* Story of. Passion—Weird 
Scenes in an Ancient 
Land.

ifew years ago, but because he is the 
author of “The Vermilion Pencil,” 
(The McClure Company). 
+ In the volume thus entitled is issued 
‘the most remarkable piece of fiction 
ithe year thus far has brought. It is 
‘a book hard to judge, hard to describe. 
‘It is a story of life in China, One of 
‘its chief figures is ‘ndeed a Christian 
,priest, and two or ‘‘iree other msn of 
the West appear i: the pages, but the 
scenes described «11 the majority of 
ithe figurgs moving through the book 
re Chinese. The sights, sounds, and 
tsmelis of the East are everywhere; 
‘everywhere one feels the crowd, the 
wuffocation of vast hordes of men and 
{women of an immemorial race. The 
.paths through which the action travels 
‘are time-worn, Mke the highway on 
fwhich the story opens, passing through 
scafions tn the hills cut out by a stream 
tof chuman footsteps that has flowed 
for centuries. 
+ The ecenes are often weird and loath- 
some; eémetimes they are of strange 
jand terrible beauty. The book is more 
jthan a novel—it is a human document; 
hardly anything could give a more 
vivid apprehension of the spirit of the 
%eeming land in which its incident is 
Yaid. Homer Lea has done for China 
what Rudyard Kipling and A. BE W. 
Mason have done for India—given a 
gense of it, a feeling of it. 
‘ Briefly, the story is of a Roman 
Catholic missionary who, being detailed 
to instruct the wife of a high class 
Mandarin, after many months of con- 
‘sclehtious duty finds himself in love 
with her. They flee together, hiding 
in “the Grotto of the Sleepless 
Dragon.” Here they are found. The 
priest is sent to disgrace and the wife 
to execution—an execution that is 
never carried out. Her husband, who 
alone can accuse her, dies the victim 
of contending emotion as he watches 
her approach her death. The unholy 
designs of the ambitious Bishop against 
wher are likewise frustrated. For in 
his wanderings the priest has become 
spossessor, not knowing what it is, of 
the great symbol of a secret revolution- 
jary society, and this being caught 
sight of when in agony at the news of 
dis sweetheart’s fate he clutches at his 
‘cassock, crowds gather and follow him 
to her rescue. 

The book is tumuftuous with passion, 
‘but all seems natural and justifiable. 
‘There is one absurdly impossible char- 
iacter—the Rev. Tobias Hook, but such 
contrasted characters as the devoted 
‘though sinful priest, the ambitious 
Bishop, the coquettish wife, and the 
‘proud Mandarin are drawn with re- 
‘markable power. The picture of the 
‘mission is certainly not a fancy sketch. 
‘Neither can the detailed accounts of 
the ceremonies of “ The Deluge Fam- 
ily,” one of the revolutionary societies 
‘with which China is honeycombed, be 
‘other than a record of actual observa- 
tion, The story itself is not over- 
‘powering in its ingenuity, but in its 
,opening of glimpses into a world all but 
unknown to the West, it is of very great 
interest, and in its undeniable penetra- 
“Mion of character and power of descrip- 
ition it merits the wide attention with 
‘which beyond doubt it will receive. 


New Novel by Rex Beach. 


“The Barrier” is the title given by 
Rex Beach to his new novel, which will 
be brought out this month by Harper & 
Brothers. It is the first work of fictior 
iwritten by Mr. Beach since the appear- 
‘ance of “The Spoilers,” and, like the 
latter, it takes for its subject life in 
‘Alaska. Mr. Geach has himself played 
‘an important part in the Alaskan drama 
‘whieh he describes, a. fact that inevita- 
‘bly lends an interest of @ special kind 
‘to his published narrative.

naturally, with fewer pauses, and, not 
less naturally, “ proof-reading requires 
three times as many pauses as regular 
reading.”. There is observed also an 
indentation in the micrometric record 
at the points where it represents 
the ends of lines. The inference 
fs a tendency to skimp attention to the 
literal text at that point—on faith of 
the context. The average duration of 
the flashes or pauses for fast readers 
was in one set of experiments .185 
second, but the variation ts very great. 

The author inclines to the opinion 
that the eye in actual movement—that 
is, in the jerks between pauses and in 
the return sweep—receives no. impres- 
sions. But the point is disputed, and 
complications relating to muscular ex- 
citation are introduced. If the author 
is right the eye is an engine precisely 
like the vitagraph or moving picture 
machine. He concludes’ also that the 
“ reader's eye is usually capable of tak~- 
ing care of as much as nearly half a 
line” (about twice as long as the lines 
in this column) at ome expesure. The 
experiments indicate further that words 
and phrases are recognized by certain 
“dominant letters,"”” which, being the 
“most obvious parts optically,’ have 
become “through habit most quickly 
operative in unlocking word recogni- 
tions,” in ordinary reading “ perform- 
ing their function automatically. and 
without any distinguishable appercept- 
ive act.” But “ by whatever cues the 
recognition may be set off, it is cer- 
tainly a recognition of word-wholes ex- 
cept when these recognition units are 
subsumed under the recognition of a 
still larger unit.” 

It appears that when a paper is laid 
horizontally across the page so as to 
bisect a line of print and ‘conceal the 
lower half, the “ recognition units” are 


| much less impaired than when the same 


thing is done 80 as to conceal the upper 
half. And Prof. Javal, one of the in- 
vestigators, inferred that what he called 
the eye’s “ fixation point " moved along 
between the middie and the top of the 
small letters. The author is content to 
say that the upper parts of the words 
are easier to read because they are 
“better differentiated there than be- 
low, as is shown by Messmer's count of 
238 lettérs projecting above the line to 
32 below.” Whatever the reason, the 
fact exists, as you may easily ascertain 
for yourself by experiment upon any of 
the lines printed here. 


Mr. Huey has made some curious tests | 


with individual words and phrases to 
ascertain how these symbols produce 
their intellectual reaction in individual 
brains—the steps by which the symbol 
gives rise to a concept. Some very 
commonplace words tapped, as it were, 
a feeling, a sentiment, and the concept 
was afterward abstracted from that 
complex whole. “ By,” for instance, 
induced in one subject an emotion of 
yearning—from association with *‘ sweet 
by and by.” The mere prepositional 
value of the word was a secondary 
product of the suggestive process set in 
motion by the picture of the two letters 
on the retina, The word “ vertical” 
gave a distinct “ up and down feeling,” 


while the suggestion from the word 
“astarting " was a sort of vague vision 
of machinery (not specified as any par- 
ticular machine) getting into motion. 
To One person the word “tribal” gave 
“a sort of Western location ”’—testify- 
ing, of course, to the fact that this per- 
sori’s earliest impression of the word 
“tribe” was gained while reading boy- 
ishly about redskins. Another reader, 
mot wurtured upon Indian lore, but 
brought up in the shadow of the Old 
Testament, would get perhaps “a sort 
of Wastern location "—or, maybe, a vis- 
ion of Moses or Joshua. The ideograph 
from which all the rest was inferred 
might be, in one case, a mental picture 
of an Apache brave fn full waft paint; in 
the other bearded Aaron smiting the 
rock. i 

Examples, accompanied by cuts, of 
the use of the Indian sign language and 
of Egyptian hieroglyphics, serve further 
to illustrate the nature of these inter- 
mediate mental processes. It appears 
that all that we have done in improv- 
ing the art of writing is no more than 
the continuance of a gradual process of 
substituting a suggestion for a com- 
plete picture on the actual writing tab- 
let. Where the hand of the writer for- 
merly made the picture, that hand now 
simply, as it were, gives the number of 
the picture in the catalogue. The brain 
does the rest. 

Mr. Huey goes on to inquire whether 


words are “mentally pronounced” as | 


they are read, and asserts that of 
“nearly.thirty adults tested the large 


majority found inner speech a. part of | 


their ordinary reading. Purely visual 
reading was not established for any 
of ‘the readers.” 

All this refers to consecutive reading 
—not to the trick of the book. sharp 
who sweeps the pages up and down, 
and reads only where a catchword or 
phrage nips his attention—or the man 
who skims newspapers by a like meth- 


od, his mind alert only for certain key | 


words or ideographic groups. 

The material used is the whole body 
of reference from the experiments of 
all the psychologists who have occupied 
themselves in this curious study, sup- 
plemented by the writer's own observa- 
tions. Mr. Huey has aiso an interest- 
ing section on the history of reading,

writing and printing, while the latter 
part of the book, which cannot be 
touched upon here, is concerned with 
the pedagogy and hygiene of reading 
The illustrations, 
ceedingly instructive.

Victim of Morbid Shyness Writes 
of His Infirmity—An “Apol- 
ogia”’ of Marked Lit- 
erary Charm.

Nobedy but an inveterately bash- 
ful Man, one would say, would make so 
accurate a pathological study of the 
disease. For a disease it surely is, a 
psychical which might as well‘or ill be 
@ physical infirmity, like deafness or 
Stuttering, with which latter, indeed, it 
seems to be'-connected. Yet we all 
know men.who in spite of the physical 
drawbacks noted are the most genial 
and delightful of companions and are 
all the fonder. of them for the struggle 
we must divine but are not permitted 
to -witness:= The merely shy. man gets 
no credit if he succeeds in his struggle, 
for his suceesg is the suppression of it 
In the present case, actual or supposi- 
titious, “ the Solitary,” as he calls him- 
self, has given up the struggle and -fled, 
betaken himself to solitude and avoided 
the communion of his kind. It seems a 
sad fate. But our author lets us know 
that it has ite compensations. 

An honest study of this kind would 
have ita interest if the honesty were all 
that was to be said.in its favor. But, 
as. we began by saying, this is a study 
in style as well as a study of shyness. 
It is a very flower ofculture.. The here 
mit possesses all knowledge that can 
be of service to him in his task. In 
particular he is a wanderer familiar not 
only, as he seta. forth, with. the high- 
ways and byways of England, but with 
the highways and byways of English 
literature as well He knows his way 
about them in the dark.

iR. UPTON SINCLAIR'S 

new book* is not impor- 

tant, it is not literature, 

it is not “a good. story.” 

To say of it that it has 

& sheer on every page, 

and on many an incendiary utterance, 

might be giving the author too much 

credit. Mr. Sinclair’s sneers are not 

always intentional, probably, and his 

incendiary utterances are not those of 

a combatant. The recurring warning of 

“another civil war” does not mean 

that the author is ready to take up 
arms. 

“The Metropolis ” is a jumble of,odds 
and ends. The yellow “ sensations” of 
two or three years reappear in a bar- 
barous melange. It has all been done, 
and much better. The literary manner 
of Mr. Thomas W. Lawson is more 
effective than Mr. Sinclair’s in this 
book. The vanity, selfishness, and ex- 
travagance of the rich have long been 
faverite themes of popular story tellers, 
But as a story teller, in “‘ The Metropo- 
lis,” Mr. Sinclair is vastly inferior to 
Pierce Egan, Sylvanus Cobb, Jr., and 
Mrs. E. D. EB. N. Southworth. 

As an exposure of vice in New York 
life, the book might be compared with 
Solon Robinson’s once famous ““ Hot 
Corn.” That belonged to a’ simpler 
epoch, when the well-to-do of the much 
smaller and plainer metropolis were all 
God-fearing and respectable... To be 
solvent then was to be honorable... Vice 
stalked in the poor neighborhoods. The 
hidéous manner of its stalking ‘in “ Hot 
Corn" caused a general ‘shudder. 

We do not believe Mr.’ Sincldir’s pic- 
ture of vice among the almost fabulous- 
ly rich of this hour will make anybody 
shudder. .It is all so inept, extrava- 
gant, and false. What does Mr. Sin- 
clair know about fashionable New York 
society?. He seems to have studied so- 
cial life in the restaurants of the 
Tenderloin, manners in the vaudeville 
theatres, and the ways of clubdom in 
chop houses. His personages are labeled 
freaks. The caricaturists ana farceurs 
have pointed the way for him. His 
book is full of echoes of newspaper 
yarns. “Society,” that many-headed 
monster, will not glance at it with one 
of its many pairs of malevolent eyes. 
With Mrs. Wharton to picture social 
shortcomings and the modern equiva- 
lent for manners, Mr. Howells to por- 
tray minutely the foibles of our typical 
men and women, and a host of lesser, 
but still competent, writers, such, for 
instance, as Robert Chambers, and Da- 
vid Graham Phillips, giving us fresh and 
entertaining studies of contemporary 
extravagance and yanity, it is difficult 
to place Mr. Sinclair at all. As a satir- 
ist of society he fs hopelessly out of it, 

The protagonist in this new and de- 
pressing drama of “ New York's busi- 
ness and political aristocracy " is Allan 
Montague, the grave son of a Northern 
father and a Southern mother, bred In 
Mississippi, who arrives in New York, 
wide-eyed and inexperienced, at the age 
of 30. He has here a brother, who is 
his antithesis, a light-hearted, unprin- 
cipled young man, who has made a 
great social hit. He lives like a prince 
and spends money with an extrava- 
gance quite beyond the means of a 
multi-millionaire. He is impossibie, but 
we should not think of criticising the 


“quiet uptown hotel" with 
marble pillars and gilded carvings. In-

ed roofs, silver sconces, Flemish tapes- 
tries, orchids, jade, and carvings. Like 
most literary invaders of society, he 
is strong on bathrooms. One of his 
multi-millionaire’s palaces must have 
Leen built in imitation of the New York 
Athletic Club. If his wicked rich are 
not clean they are negiectful of thelr 
opportunities. 

At the Loyal Legion meeting there Is 
a florid description of the Battle of 
the Wilderness. Then on the way home 
Allan passes a socialistic street meet- 
ing. The keynote has been struck. 
Then the cclors are piled on thickly to 
describe th» kind of life the wicked 
rich live. The characterizations of the 
men are utterly commonoluce, but the 
descriptions of the women must have 
Leen studied from th: wax figures in 
department store windows. There is 
scarcely a tcuch of gentle femininity in 
ii all The sporty girl, the flirtatioug 
girl, the erticing mat-ons are all life- 
less puppete. 

There is 2 great deal of food. Peaches 
that cost $10 apiece, grapes grown in 
paper bags under glass are described 
by the novelist in a way to make the 
rural reader sit up, if he had not sat 
up so many times in response to similar 
descriptions. The New York corre- 
spondents have done this thing to 
death. But so far as we can remem- 
ber not one of them ever sat down at 
a “topsy turvy” lunch in a Long Isl- 
and roadhouse, with a company of fash- 
fonable motorists, Did Upton Sinclair? 
The menu includes, ‘in this order, baked 
ice cream, turtle soup, plum pudding, 
quail in casseroles, cafe parfait, roast 
beef. Nothing is too grotesque for @ 
socialistic ‘writer in delivering his mes- 
sage to the common people. 

In the description of a gay dinner at 
the hunting lodge—a castle of seventy 
rooms in a park of -10,000 acres—the 
only real touch of human nature is 
Allan Montague’s wonder what the 
servants think about the goings on. 
Unsophisticated youth always feels 
that way about the waiters when he 
is not with a noisy party in a restau- 
rant. If people who have “ lodges” on 
Long Island call “shooting” “ hunt- 
ing,” they are not the Anglo-maniacs 
we have been taught to believe them. 

The whole fabric of the book is an- 
tique in style, while it is stale in its 
materials, and lacks the touch of veri- 
similitude. The financial misdoings, 
the life insurance exposures, the 
charges against some well-known men 
are mixed up in it, to no great effect, 
and there are amorous imbroglios of 
small interest, because the personages 
are so unlifelike. But theres no doubt 
about the spirit of Mr. Sinclair. He 
seems inspired by a terrible hatred. 
There is no love in his socialism. All 
humanity, except the few who think 
as he does, are under his ban. His 
ethics are the ethics of the rat pit. 

None of the signs that make many 
apprehensive persons uneasy appear 
in “The Metropolis,” except the will- 
ingness of a few irresponsible crea- 
tures to turn discontent to their own 
pecuniary advantage. Selfishness, ex- 
travagance, the lack of brotherly love, 
the everlasting striving to get ahead, 
are not confined to the very rich. Some 
of the wealthiest may set a bad exam- 
ple, but what is the use of free schools, 
a free government, the means of en- 
lightenment and intellectual progress 
on every hand, if that comparatively 
unimportant bad example is to cause 
an overturning? Moreover, the bad ox- 
ample, as Mr. Sinclair depicts it, only 
disgusts educated people because of 
the falsity of the picture, and ought to 
make the multitude laugh.

, : “the sub-conscious,” “ the 
subliminal,” “ the secondary ego,” “ the 
polygon,” and half a hundred other 
names, can find the whole subject pre- 
sented as tucidly as possible—which 
isn’t saying much—in “The Riddle of 
Personality.” It is a book that can be 
read with less difficulty and more 
patience by the man who is merely 
“interested” in this latest exploited 
domain of psychology than can most of 
its innumerable rivals, for Mr. Bruce, 
though, of course, he has his own very 
decidea opinion as to what's what 
and who's who and why, among the 
assorted “selves” with which the 
paychologists have recently found it 
convenient to provide us, shows un- 
usual consideration for the feelings of 


those who disagree with him, and for 
none of them does he manifest cither 
scorm or hatred. Instead he outlines 
their contrasting views with entire 


calmness, and even goes as far as to 
hint that where so little is really known

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They needed only to go about their 
business as usual, and all would be well, 
It cannot be said that events have justi- 
fied this advice. Things have gone 
badly since then, and they are not im- 
proving as most would wish. Instead 
of a shortage of freight cars, there are 
350,000 idle, and the empty freight car 
threatens to displace the full dinner pail 
as a campaign cry. Mr. Hawley’s book 
was not written to explain why this is 
so, but his novel and original contribu- 
tion to political economy derives much 
interest from the fact that it does give 
this explanation, and incidentally puts 
a spoke in the advancing wheel of So- 
cialism. 


There ig now touring the United 
States in support of a Socialist candi- 
date for the Presidency, preferably him- 
self, a man acquitted of murder, whose 
slogan is that there is impending “ war 
to the end between the workingman who 
produces all wealth and enjoys none of 
it and the capitalist who produces none 
of the wealth and enjoys all of it. We 
as the workers and producers of wealth 
are trying to overturn this system and 
get what is ours by natural right.” That 
is a broad claim. Even if it were true 
before the days of machinery and powm 
plants, it cannot be true of a time when 
muscular labor has most of its work 
done for it, so to speak. Coarse labor, 
mere manual and muscular effort, cer- 
tainly does not produceeverything. Even 
skilled labor for the most part finds its 
function in the modern productive econ- 
omy to be-chiefly to feed machines. 
The machine represents capitalism, and 
explains the difference between a day's 
labor produced with and without the 
help of capital. This difference cannot 
wholly belong to labor any more than 
it can wholly belong to capitaL On the 
principle that to every worker belongs 
exactly what he or she produces, no 
more, no Jess, it is demonstrable that 
labor gets more than its share. Indis- 
putably trades unionists get more than 
unorganized laborers, and therefore 
more than falls to labor qua labor. Thir 
has been remarked before, although no 
more clearly than by Mr. Hawley.* 
Where he introduces a novelty~is in 
claiming—very tritely, as it appears, 
after he has made it clear—that there 
is a share which belongs neither to capi- 
tal nor to labor, nor to both. Labor gets 
its wages, and that is all it is entitled 
to. Capital gets interest, or rent, and 
that is all capital is entitled to. Neither 
initiates anything or takes risks. Ob- 
viously labor does not, and where capi- 
tal seems to, it apPears on analysis 
that the surplus is not extortion, but 
insurance against risk--and these are 
not the times to argue that capital does 
not nce l that insurance. -Left to labor 
and capital alone the economic machine 
would run down for lack of a main- 
spring. The case would be the same if 
capital and labor were united, as the So- 
cialists propose. There would be no ini- 
tiative, or at least a deficiency of ini- 
tiative, as compared with present con- 
ditions, which perhaps may be said to 
have suffered from an excess of initiat- 
ive, from overexploitation by ingenious 
and optimistic persons who were con- 
vinced that they can add two and two 
in ‘& manner to make five—and often 
4id so. The ordinary man makes the 
total four. The exceptional man does 
that sum in a way to give himself the 
difference, which he discovers or creates 
at risk if he fails. All that the laborer 
has to offer for sale is his power to co- 
ordinate material things in time and 
space. But what the laborer does with 
material things the entrepreneur—Mr. 
Hawley calls him the enterpriser—does 
with ideas.

He remarks that it takes eighteen 
years to produce a laborer, and that 
laborers are not raised for the market 
or for gain. There results, he says, an 
inelasticity of labor compared with 
capital For example, a year ago there 
was a deficiency of labor, which obvi- 
ously had no relation to laborers born 
And just now there is a sur- 
plus of labor, which equally obviously 
has no relation to the labor market of 
eighteen years from now. “ While en- 
terprise, opportunity, and capital ad- 
just themselves to the fluctuating con- 
ditions of business by changes in their 
amounts, increasing or asing in 
comparatively quick response to an in- 
crease or decrease in the demand, there 
are practically just as many available 
laborers competing for employment 
when business it dull as it is 
active.” That is curious doctrine to be 
born in America of all countries in the 
world. There may some truth in it 
for some countries, but assuredly a 
minjmum as regards the United States 
In 1900 there were 10,460,085 persons of 
foreign birth in the United States. 
They may not all have been laborers, 
but enough of them were so to put Mr. 
Hawley on the defensive in this respe« 
And the argument is growing stronger 
rather than weakere In the years 1891- 
1900 the foreign arrivals were 3,687,564, 
or fewer than in the years 1901-1905. 
Immigrant arrivals for the latest com- 
plete years are now at the rate of a 
million a year. Certainly the cost of 
ralsing them and bringing them here is 
an economic burden, but it does not fall 
upon this country. There can hardly 
be a doubt that this important source 
of labor supply was responsive to the 
demand from this country, the proof of 
it lying in the fact that the emigration 
from the United States has been as 
marvelous in the past few months as 
the immigration. This is a new eco- 
nomic factor, corresponding to the ml- 
gration of gold from financial capital 
to capital in search of the best market 
for its employment. Plainly our pres- 
ent position is better than it would be 
if our present unemployed were en- 
larged by the 109,151 emigrants during 
January and February. During 1908 
thirteen emigrants have left the United 
States for each immigrant arriving, this 
year’s immigration having shrunk to 
the emallest in years, although only 
last year it was the greatest known.

I recently listened to the conversa- 
tion of two graduates of Harvard, men 
now years old, perhaps. And if I 
were not familiar with the language of 
the football field and the _ broker's 
board, I should have had to ask what 
they meant Their conversation is 
chiefly derived from these two classical 
sources. I plead, therefore, for storing 
the mind with more words of power, 
phrases of elegance and virtue. 


“Words of power,” “ phrases of ele- 
gance and virtue” have their place and 
use. The adjective is not, however, the 
word of power. A thing is better de- 
scribed by a statement of what it does 
than by an attribution to it of qualities. 
Speak in verbs, that is. rather than ad- 
jectives. Use the adjective discriminat- 
ingly, of course, if you use it at all, But 
use it sparingly. The etymological evi- 
dence in the cage is not misleading; the 
verb is indeed “ the word '"—the word of 
power and importance.

ROMANCES IN LITTLE. 


LOWER O’ THE ORANGE,” by Agnes 
and Egerton Caé@tle, (The Macmil- 
lan Company, $1.50,) is a collection

The colored frontis- 
piece of the book is a very engaging 
presentment of this same Italo-Scotch 
young woman, who, In the midst of the 
high-handed proceeding, won her way 
to the lord’s heart by stabbing in the 
neck an insulting gallant. The stories 
are all spiced well with adventure of 
one sort or another, the most of them 
have enough of mystery in the unfold- 
ing of their plots to keep the reader 
dashing on with something of the same 
eagerness as that which inspires their 
reckless young heroes, their misty and 
somewhat rose-colored atmosphere of an- 
cient times is always pleasant, and the 
gracefully genial humor which marks the 
attitude of the authors toward their 
story and its characters adds a pleasing 
flavor.

GOSSE’S BIOGRAPHY

Critic Contends that Norwegian’s

“There are 
no serious adversaries,” 
as Mr. Gosse pithily remarks.- The 
Sturm und Drang of controversy has 
passed; the life work of a master mind 
is placed before us, singularly complete 
and finished; it is possible now as never 
before to consider and in part at least 
to appraise the man and his labors, Mr. 
Gosse’s admirable “Life” and Mr. 
Archer's cageful edition of the plays * 
are issued at a time when a steadily 
growing general interest renders them 
especially valuable. 

Ibsen was born in 1828 and died in 
1906; he wrote, besides a good deal of 
lyrica] poetry of varying merit, a score 
of dramas which have revolutionized 
the dramaturgic ideas of our time. The 
preface to “ Cromwell” and the rule- 
shattering first line of Hugo's play 
sink into instgnificance when com- 
pared with the last act of “A Doll's 
House"; when Nora and Helmer sit 
down face to face, “ to have it out,” the 
death knell] of the old theatrical tech- 
nique was rung. But “A Doll’s House” 
did not appear until 1879, and Ibsen 
had served his apprenticeship to the 
stage long before—it was as severe as 
Moliére’s at Carcassone or Shake- 
speare’s at the Globe. Both Mr. Archer 
and Mr. Gosse emphasize the fact that 
Ibsen wrote primarily for the stage. 
The plays of larger significance are not 
closet plays; they are supremety of the 
theatre. It may be true that he formu- 
lated no precise philosophy of life and 
conduct. He questioned society and 
the moral order, and his questions were 
epochal. But he made few attempts to 
answer them. Mr. Archer remarks: 


I do not believe that this creator of men 
and women ever started from an abstract 
conception. The germ in his mind was 
dramatic, not ethical; it was only as the 
drama developed that its meanings 
dawned upon him; and he left them im- 
plicit and fragmentary, like the symbolism 
of life itself, seldom formulated, never 
worked out with schematic precision. 


Beneath all his austerity and asceti- 
cism is an almost passionate compre- 
hension of humanity, and of this we 
have heard far too little from commen- 
tators and actors—a comprehension so 
complete that its very measure of full- 
ness sometimes obscures its utterance. 
His provincialisms had a direct dra- 
matic value for those audiences which 
be wished, first of all, to reach; but 
they, too, have an obscuring effect, 
sending the unwary commentator on a 
tangental hunt for symbols and “ in- 
terpretations,” This is not to deprecate 
the immense value of such critical ex- 
position as Mr. Archer’s. None the less 
there are comparatively few persons 
who possess the visualizing faculty nec- 
essary for the comarehending reading 
of plays. 

In Ais mastery of technique, Ibsen 
stands alone; the few modern play- 
wrights of note follow his formulae as 
best they can. As documents of social 
revolution, his plays have largely lost 
their thrill. So far as he preached any- 
thing definitely, he preached individual- 
ism; but he also pointed out its dan- 
gers. “A Doll's House” is the only 
play which and without 
inherent contradictions places before us 
its solution.

He did appreciate a certain class of 
paintings, and, indeed, in his youth had 
an ambition to become an artist: {In 
this connection it may be of interest to 
mention that a letter recently came un- 
der the notice of the reviewer in which 
there was offered for sale in New York 
@ landscape painted by Ibsen, the price 
being a modest §500.) An Arnold 
Bécklin may have been lost to us, but 
we gained a writer who could say of 
himself, ‘“‘ What I chiefly tried to do [in 
“ Hedda Gabler”) was to paint human 
beiIngs, human emotions, and human 
fate against a background of some of 
the conditions and laws of society as it 
exists to-day.” His interest was cen-

ENDOWED THEATRE 


Details of Messrs. Archer and 
Barker's Scheme Capable 
of Modification for 
Trial Here. 


There has hitherto been one enormous 
obstacle to the establishment of a na- 
tional theatre in England. However will- 
ing &@ man or body of men might be to 
give a new impulse to the art of the 
theatre and place England abreast of 
France and Germany in respect of the- 
atrical organization, he or they could 
have no definite idea how to set about 
it. A blic park, a picture gallery, or @ 
free library is very easily created, and 
once created it practically “ runs itself.” 
There are a hundred recognized models 
for this organization and management. 
But an endowed theatre is, in England, 
a wholly unfamiliar piece of mechanism, 
and the management of it an unknown 
art; while there are many reasons why 
no foreign institution of the kind could 
be imitated in detail with any hope of 
success, There is no clear-cut channei, 
as it were, in which liberality and pub- 
lic spirit can easily flow in the direc- 
tion of theatrical] reform.

own country as well, the 
Messrs. Archer and Bar- 
ker justify the purpose 
they had in mind in pre- 
paring their “Schemes and Estimates 
for a National Theatre,” originally is- 
sued four years ago in London, and now 
appearing in an American edition, 
which should be widely read.* For 
lovers of the theatre it will have all 
the attractiveness of a fascinating ro- 
mance. And yet a careful considera- 
tion of its promises will hardly lead 
any fair-minded man to lay it aside 
as the wholly impossible dream of 
theatre idealists, though the Messrs. 
Archer and Barker are assuredly ideal- 
ists in a sense, or they would not be 
found engaged upon this elaborate dis- 
cussion of a plan which, for the present 
at any rate, does not seem at all IHkely 
to be realized. But they have gone 
about the work in the right spirit, and 
the premise is sound upon which their 
argument is based. 

Such a theatre as they outline would 
be an excellent thing if it could be 
managed, and if, from the outset, the 
properly qualified individual were on 
hand to run it. Fer when all is said 
and done, the finality of success or 
failure of the enterprise wowvid rest 
upon an individual—-a peculiarly gifted 
person uniting, In about equal degrees, 
the qualities of business acumen, artis- 
tie sensitiveness, and prophetic insight 
into the shifting demands of public 
taste. 

Capital for the enterprise one or more 
men might provide, and the authors of 
this book present very ‘plausibly the 
basis upon which such donations need 
not be regarded as ‘absolute loss, even 
in the event of the institution's failure 

To opposition based on the prejudices 
of the “ democratic spirit” the Mesars. 
Archer and Barker naturally have giv- 
en no consideration, but they foresee 
the bugbear of local pride and plan to 
meet it. In his preface to the American 
edition Mr. Archer writes that in this 
country it might be advisable to sub- 
stitute “city” theatre for “ national” 
theatre, inasmuch as “New York 
would scarcely concede National pre- 
eminence to a threatre established in 
Washington, nor Chicago to a theatre 
established in New York. * * *® 
There are at least half a dozen—per- 
haps a dozen—cities in the United 
States quite capable of supporting a 
theatre on the scale of that which is 
here outlined.” =~ 

He then suggests that in the appoint- 
ment of the Directors one nomination 
apiece (for @ New York theatre) should 
go to the Governor of the State, Co- 
lumbia University, Cornell University, 
Vassar College, and possibly Yale Uni- 
versity, (which is within New York's 
sphere of influence;) the remaining 
eight or nine-members to be appointed 
or elected by the donor or donors of the 
site and building. These Trustees. 
should appoint a director and general 
staff, receive and pass upon the direc- 
tor’s annual! report, artistic and finan- 


cial, serve.as a court of appeal from the 


decisions of the director, and perform 
the functions of a supreme governing 
body. 

The general staff should consist of the 
director, a literary manager, a business 
manager, a solicitor, and a reading 
committeeman, The director is to be in 
absolute control of everything in and 
about the theatre, engagement of ac- 
tors, casting of parts, &c., excepting 
only the selection of plays, which would 
devolve upon a reading committee of 
three—the director, the literary mana- 
ger, and the reading committeeman. 

In their scheme Messrs, Archer and 
Barker agree that “ before the enter- 
prise can be set on foot there are three 
things to be provided—the site, the 
building, and @ guarantee fund.” The 
site, they suggest, the city in which the 
theatre is to be established, might be 
induced to donate. The building, they 
hope, would be the gift of some one in- 
terested in the movement or guaran- 
teed by several] such donors, while the 
guarantee fund (to be reinvested and 
earn an income) could doubtless. be 
raised -by subscriptions, The building 
should be plain, and little if any money 
spent in ornate decoration. The site 
need not necessarily be ideally central, 
but should be easily accessible. The 
donors of both the site and the build- 
ing would, in a measure, be guaranteed 
against loss should the venture fail, as 
they would be protected by a sort of 
first mortgage upon them, The site in 
London, they figure, would represent an 
investment of $370,000 and the bulld- 
ing $300,000, (of which $50,000 would 
be spent on the stage,) and they would 
not feel safe without a guarantee fund 
of $750,000. This would represent an 
original outlay approximately of 
$1,500,000. The authors say: 


In the event of success, the artistic, 
social, and even political benefits of the 
institution would be cheaply bought. It 
would restore the English drama to that 
honorable place among the intellectual 
achievemen of the race which it has 
for so long forfeited, and it would be a 
radiating centre for the best artistic in- 
fluences. In the event of utter failure, 
on the other hand, the whole sum would 
not be, so to speak, thrown into the seas, 
as more than twice that amount would 
be in the loss of a single battleship. If 
the enterprise entirely failed and had to 
_be Nquidated under the conditions set 
forth in the statutes all contributors to 
it would “stand to lose" from 50 to @ 
per cent. (but not more) of their respect- 
ve contributions. 


After arranging an experimental ré- 
pertoire tncluding thirty-four trage- 
dies, dramas, and comedies, and six 
one-act plays, these National Theatre 
enthusiasts decided that they would 
require a company containing forty- 
two actors and twenty-four actresses— 
sixty-six players, as compared with 
the fifty-five on the rolls of the Co- 
médie Francaise in 1903, and the sev- 
enty-seven available for productions in 
the Vienna Burgtheater in 1902. 

Twelve of the forty-two actors and 
eight of the twenty-four actresses, they 
assume, will be “ young people as yet 
unknown.” ‘The others are to be artists 
of established reputation. They pro- 
pose a minimum salary ranging from 
$4,500 to $1,250 a year for the men, and 
from $3,500 to $1,000 for the women, 
with a stipulated fee for each perform- 
ance in which a player engages, and a 
guarantee of a certain number of per- 
formances each year. Thus the actual 
income of the men would range from 
$7,000 a year for the leading man (his 
bonus being $25 a performance) to 
$1,565 for the minor members of the 
company, (with bonuses of $2.50 a per- 
formance,) while the women’s salaries 
would run from $5,575 to $1,380, and 
the bonuses from $25 to $5. 

It is also planned to have a pension 
fund and to establish a system of fur- 
loughs, by which a player may be 
“jJoaned” to a traveling organization, 
to make possible the withdrawal of any 
actor or actress whenever he or she ac- 
_quired a personal following that would 
justify an independent experiment. 

The general conditions of employment 
suggested are such as would certainly 
appeal to most artists in the theatre. 

The authors admit that while the 
specimen repertory selected four years 
ago would probably have to be con- 
siderably altered, it gives a good indi- 
cation of what they believe would bea 
reasonable selection of plays for such a 
movement.

Bulwer Lytton’s, (“ Money ";) and Ten- 
nyson’s, (“The Falcon.”) Seven new 
plays to be selected by the committee 
are also arranged for, 


There are to be no long runs, but it is 
wisely provided that should a play or a 
revival score a “ hit,” it may be repeat- 
ed three or four times each week as 
long as the director may deem its con- 
tinuance advisable. 

The authors declare: 


It is not an advanced theatre we are 
designing. The great subsidized theatres 
of the Continent are not “ advanced” 
theatres. It is not their business to be 
far ahead of the time, but to be well 
abreast of it. Sometimes, no doubt, they 
fafl even in that duty, but as a rule they 
perform it reasonably well. They follow, 
more or less cautiously, more or less ec- 
lectically, in the wake of the “ advanced ” 
theatres, and that is as it should be. 
Outposts are necessary to the army of 
progress, but no army can be all outposts, 
and where the main body is out of touch 
with its pioneers they pioneer in vain. 
The theatre we have in view forms part, 
and an indispensable part, of the main 
army of progresa, It will neither compete 
with the outpost theatres nor relieve them 
of their functions. It is the business of 
the outposts to press on, to try this path 
and that, sometimes to blunder and find 
themselves in an untenable position, or in 
a “no thoroughfare.” The main body, 
profiting by elr experience, tries to 
avoid eir errors, and through that di- 
vision of labor the general vance goes 
on steadily and securely, with no risk of 
@ serious setback. 


Which is a sensible presentation of 
the case. 

This much may be said—and said in 
all kindness for the benefit of those gen- 
tlemen who are about to undertake a 
private enterprise on somewhat similar 
lines in New York City, that the whole 
National theatre movement in this coun- 
try will be largely affectea by the suc- 
cess or failure of their project. If they 
are proceeding unselfishly with a genu- 
ine desire to provide a fair and intelli- 
gent experiment of what such a theatre 
may accomplish, they will be entitled to 
all the praise due to pioneers and pub- 
lic benefactors. If, on the other hand, 
the scheme in reality has its basis in a 
commercial motive, it may eventually 
be their dubious satisfaction to know 
that they have delayed by many years 
the consummation of any plan looking 
forward to a betterment of dramatic 
conditions in this country. Such a bet- 
terment is much to be desired, and 
though in details it may Mffer, the ulti- 
mate attainment will be somewhat 
along the lines suggested in this book.

the rule.” The editorial said that many 
people have found this saying without 
meaning, and they have tried to read a 
meaning into it. Definitions of the maxim 
were quoted, from the “ Dictionary of 
Phrase and Fable"’ and from Bohn’'s ‘“Dic- 
tionary of Classical Quotations,” staing 
that because an exception exists there 
must be a rule. The editorial also said 
that Mr. EK D. Bewley, writing to The 
London Spectator, tried to explain the 
maxim, by saying that, “Exception proves 
(or confirms) the rule (or law) in the cases 
not excepted.” It was said that Mr. 
Bewley’s explanation makes the maxim 
“clear and sensible."’ 

Neither in the light of dictionary defini- 
tions nor Mr. Bewley's reasoning does the 
saying, ‘“‘Exceptions prove the rule,” 
stand out In its true meaning. Given as 
proof that exceptions prove (or confirm) 
rules, the saying is illogical and perfect 
nonsense. Prof. George Pierce Baker of 
Harvard in his book, “The Principles of 

_Argumentation,”’ shows on Page 139 that

E. D. Bewley’s explanation of the fa- 
mous maxim, *‘ The exception proves the 
rule,” and your neat exposition thereof 
in last Saturday's issue seem to be the last 
word on a traditional verbal puzzle. Stu- 
dents of classical Latin, including Thomas 
De Quincey, have often pointed out that 
“probare” was never used in the sense 
of “to prove,” “to demonstrate,” or “ to 
confirm,” but, according to a well-known 
Latin lexicographer, “to try, test, ex- 
amine, inspect, judge of anything in re- 
spect of its goodness, fitness,"’ &c.; and 
their explanation of the maxim has been 
that the rule, being tested by an excep- 
tion, remains a rule or fails as one by the 
presence or non-presence of an exception. 
The unfortunate circumstance about this 
explanation is that “exceptio probat 
regulam ’’ is neither classical nor eccle- 
siastical Latin, but mediaeval academic 
Latin, and in this language “ probare” 
has the meaning of the Italian word 
“ provare,”’ i. e., ‘to prove, demonstrate, 
confirm:”* ‘or example, we read in Ben- 
venuto da Imola: “‘ nam per hoc autor dat 
intelligi quod foeneratores peccant per 
violentiam, ut alfbi supra probatum est," 
(“ because the author explains that usu- 
rers sin violently as we demonstrated 
above in another passage.’’) It is quite 
evident that this distinguished lecturer on 
Dante at the University of Bologna did 
not use “ probatum est” in the classical 
sense. Doubtless many g@ther examples 
might be readily found in the writings of 
educated men of his times, W. Ih 
New York, March 12.

An Americanism,

Twenty years ago or more I heard ‘a 

resident of the town of — ie 

ntertainmen 
ae aan from ‘an adjoining, 
town, “I guess it didn't amount to much; 
‘twas only a kind of spero,”” and upon my 
inquiring what “‘spero” meant, she cton- 
fessed that she hardly knew, herself. It 
was a word old people sometimes used, 
and was applied to anything in the nature 
of @ lark, or that “didn’t amount to 
much.” Delighted at the discovery of an 
Americanism not in “ Bartlett,” I sent a 
letter to The Nation, asking whether any 
of its readers could throw light on the 
origin and true meaning of the word, but 
no satisfactory replies. were received, 
**spero"’ being unfamiliar to the writers. 
The keen eye of Prof. Peck of Columbia 
discovered my letter, and “spero” was 
transferred to his article on “ American- 
isma” in the new “ International.” 

Not long before the death of Roland H. 
Robinson, I spent a morning at his house 
and referred the question to that master 
of Vermont dialect, who in “ Uncle 
‘Lisha’s Shop,” uses “ carummux”"™ in 
much the same significance. He told me 
he had heard the word only once, and 
had no idea how it originated. Later I 
came across a native of Bristol, who as- 
sured me he had often heard “spero”’ used 
in his youth, and that It was usually ap- 
piled to small doings, especially those of 
a prankish natilre. That same Summer | 
inet Mr. Charles Orvis of Manchester, 
who said the word waa current theré 
thirty years ago, as @ semi-polite term for 
spree, from which he supposed & to be 
derived; an ingenious guess that, but by 
no means conclusive. 

Now here is a word once in fairly com- 
mon use throughout Western Vermont, 
but where did it originate, and from what 
language was it coined? It ts possible it 
is a corruption of some old English or 
Indian word, and was introduced by the 
Connecticut settlers of Vermont. Per- 
haps it still survives in localities in Michi- 
gan, where Vermonters colonized in great 
numbers, HENRY BALDWIN.

Disputed Authorship of Poems,

Poems of disputed authorship divide 
themselves naturatty into two categories. 
One class of those which have 
each been claimed by several persons, as 
** Beautiful Snow," *“‘ All Quiet Along wu 
Potomac,” “If I Should Die To-night," 
“The Long Ago,” &c. The other em- 
braces poems that have been persistently 
attributed to people who did not write 
them and who never mado any claim to 
their authorship, MocCreery’s “ There 
Is No Death,’ which is still ascribed to 
Bulwer, who probably never heard of it; 
Homer Greene's *“*‘ What My Lover Said,”’ 
ludicrously cretlited to Horace Greeley, 
who never wrote a line of verse in his 
life; Miss Gould's poern, “ A Name in the 
Sand,” included in the first edition of 
George D. Prentice’s collected verses, al- 
though Prentice never claimed it, and the 
error of claiming it for him was corrected 
afterward by its omission from subse- 
quent editions. Of the latter class is “‘ The 
Cld Canoe,” which Adela F, Smith (“ An- 
swers from Readers,”” Feb. 29,) ascribes 
to Albert Pike, on the authority of one 
of the cheap “collections.”’ This poem 
is not included in the collected edition of 
Gen. Pike's verses, and its authorship was 
never claimed by him. It was written by 
Emily Rebecca Page, a Vermont writer, 
(1834-1862,) when she was only seventeen 
years old. (See -oets and Poetry of 
Vermont,” Appleton’s “Cyclopedia of 
American Biography,” and Rossiter John- 
son's always accurate “‘Famous Single 
and Fugitive Poems.’’) 

Much of the confusion as to the author- 
ship of poems is ascribable to the miser- 
able * Select Selections,’’ ** Next-Best Col- 
lections,"”” and the like cheap paste-and- 
scissors concoctions, made merely to sell, 
and thrown together absolutely without 
pretense of literary judgment or the 
slightest attempt at accuracy. There 
ought to be a literary censorship, with 
bower to suppress these abominable fakes. 
If people who wish to ascertain the au- 
thorship of familiar poems would let them 
severely alone, and depend on such trust- 
worthy sources as Stedman's two an- 
thologies, the collections of Arber, Bullen, 
Ward, and Miles, and the Rossiter John- 
book named above, there would be 
much less absurd misinformation afloat.

AROUND THE WORLD IN A YEAR. 


By George lL. Carlisle. New York: Robert 
Grier Cooke. 


EW people who plunge into author- 
ship with mo better excuse than 
that they have made a journey, 

longer or shorter, through the lands 
through which everybody travels who 
travels at all produce a book as easily 
pardonable—and readable—as is “ Around 
the World in a Year," by George 
Carlisle, a New York lawyer, who after 
twenty-five years of hard work at the 
bar, found, as he says, that it was a 
case of break down or break away. He 
broke away, but even on a vacation the 
toils of the long road and the excite 
ments of seeing many cities and the in- 
habitants thereof were not enough to sat- 
isfy the dreadful yearning to be always 
*“ doing something,”” which ts the penalty 
exacted by outraged nature from civili- 


zation, and on his way he wrote this ac- 
count of his tour. 


Mr. Carlisle describes it properly enough 
as neither a guide book nor a diary, but 
a record of impressions, a series of short 
stories. Of course he did not altogether 
escape the fatal lure of facts and figures, 
or invariably resist the vicious inclination 
to give useful information, but he was 
Somewhat more than fairly successful in 
carrying out his plan, and, though it 
seems to have been with a sense of sin, 
he not infrequently gives expression to a 
purely personal and therefore original and 
interesting view of things that have been 
described a thousand times. 

It is this, and a curiously, but not 
offensively, humorous view of the foreign 
“monuments,” anfmate and inanimate, 
that save the book from being as futile as 
its innumerable rivals and give it value. 
Not everybody can sail past the shores of 
Gree after calling the four most 
famous mountains In the world “ a-fine 
lot of old timers for you,” wonder how 
80 many historical associations can cling 
to bare slopes where a Harlem goat would 
have difficulty In keeping his feet. That 
characteristic Carlisle jest. Another 
concerns Carisbad: “It is an expensive 
place Others go there for their health, 
but the hotel proprietors do not.” A 
third concerns Capt. Cook and the Sand- 
wich Islands. It occurs to Mr. Carlisle 
to say that neither name had anything 
to do with what the natives did to the 
explorer. Seeing in Java a dugout with a 
crew of three women and a man, he tells 
us much fn a phrase—“ The man was there 
to keep order.” 

But Mr. Carlisle is keenly and shrewdly 
observant as well as humorous, In the 
places that have been most often written 
up—Athens, for instance—he sees queer 
little things that others have missed, and 
there is real enlightenment in his com- 
ments on the methods and manners of 
India’s allen rulers and on the treatment 
of women by the Japanese. When Mr. 
Carlisie condgmns the whole Filipino race 
because eight of its representatives, deck 
passengers bound for Hawali, were a bad 
lot, or when, arriving in Japan in mid- 
winter, he decides that it is an uncomfort- 
able and over-praised country, the judic- 
ious reader grieves, but these mistakes 
are not many, and the book as a whole is 
worth while,

A HYBRID BOOK. 


It is a little difficult to classify this vol- 
ume “The Evolution of Rose,” (Rich- 
ard Badger.) Whether Miss Snow intend- 
ed it to be a story or a journal, a treatise 


on abstract philosophy or a compilation 
of aphorisms, ts not sufficiently clear to 
justify our criticiem of it as one of the 
four.

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TELL THEIR PLANS 


Many Are Also Busy y Abolishing 
Censors, Pleading for Clem- 
ency, and in Like 
Good Works. 


FRONDON, March 6-—The 

United States has at least 

one National possession 

which cannot be matched 

by anything in England— 

that is, a great, pre-emi- 

nent humorist. Where in the race for 

fame among American humorists it 

is a case of Mark Twain “first and 

the rest nowhere,” it is in England 

quite impossible to say who has won 

the prize. In the popular estimation 

I should fancy that Jerome K. Jerome 
and W. W. Jacobs were the winners. 

I have just had letters from both 
these men. 

Mr. Jacobs, who is at his home in 
Essex, is not for the moment, so far 
as writing goes, improving the shining 
hours. “The only work I am doing at 
present,” says he, “is a novel entitled 
*Salthaven,’ which is running serially, 
and which I hope to publish with 
Messrs. Methuen in the Autumn.” 

Mr. Jerome, on the other hand, seems 
to be tremendously busy. When I heard 
from him he was stopping in Brussels 
for a few days on his way back from 
Switzerland. He has many plans; in 
the first place, he purposes to publish 
in a few weeks a book of short essays 
with Messrs. Hurst & Blackett, and in 
the Autumn to publish in New York 
with Messrs. Dodd-Mead a volume 
ealled “ The Passing of the Third Floor 
Back,” which Mr. Jerome describes as 
“a collection of tales bearing a mysti- 
cal character.” 

This is not all Mr. Jerome adds: 
“Then I am trying to finish a novel, 
a light, humorous work, in time for 
publication some time this year by 
Messrs. Hutchinson. But my play work 
makes it uncertain whether I can ac- 
complish this.” Mr. Jerome, who has 
himself been an actor, has written sev- 
eral, plays, including the extremely suc- 
cessful “‘ Miss Hobbs.” 

When Miss Anna Douglas *Sedgwick's 
novel, “ Valerie Upton,” appeared last 
Autumn it was extremely difficult to 
tell from what I think learned people 
eall “internal evidence” whether it 
was the work of an American or an 
English person. The scene was mostly 
laid in America, and while it seemed 
too hard to believe that an Americano 
could describe National faults and 
peculiarities so coldly, it was equally 
difficult to believe a foreigner could so 
thoroughly have understood them, The 
fact of the matter is that the author 
of what was certainly one of the most 
noteworthy novels of many months 
past is an American who has lived very 
much abroad. When’ we know these 
facts, those of us who admired Miss 
Sedgwick’s novel enthusiastically, ex- 
claim: “To be sure! we might have 
known it from the way she wrote.” I 
fancy this ts often the way with in- 
ternal evidence; it is like a sign post 
written in a cipher, the key of which 
ils to be found only at the point to 
which the sign post is supposed to 
direct us. 

Miss Sedgwick has given me some in- 
teresting particulars about her next 
novel, over which (as a particularly at- 
tractive literary bone) several London 
publishers are at. present quarreling. It 
is to be called “ Annabel Channice,” 
and those who have seen it in manu- 
script think it her best book. 

“ The scene,” says Miss Sedgwick, “ is 
laid in England, and the theme is very 
dramatic—a knot sharply unraveled in 
the space of about one week. There 
are four characters, and no more, of 
any importanee—Annabel Channice; her 
son, Augustine; her husband, Sir Hugh 
Channice, @id another woman, Lady 
Elliston. The story centres in the rela- 
tion of Lady Ghannice to her son, a

Another subject in which literary per- 
sons have interested themselves is the 
sad case of a little girl who has within 
the past few days been condemned to 
five years’ imprisonment in a reforma- 
tory. Mr. Eden Phillpotts, Mies Beatrice 
Harraden, and several other writers 
have protested eloquently against this 
seemingly cruel sentence, and again, by 
a colmcidence, have met Mr. Gladstone's 
authority. The Home Secretary dis- 
agrees with the sympathetic authors 
and feelg little Dorothy’s sentence must 
stand. 

Besides attacking the censor and de- 
fending the child, we see literary people 
of the most distinguished sort—Mr. 
Hardy, Mrs. Humphry Ward, and 
George Meredith—putting their names 
to a petition urging that clemency be 
used toward Nicholas Tchaikovsky, a 
Russian well known in England and 
now @ prisoner in the fortress of Saints 
Peter and Paul. On the other hand, 
many novelists—men as well as women 
—gave on Monday autographed and 
specially inscribed copies of their books, 
to be sold at more than four times 
their ordinary price, for the benefit of 
the woman's suffrage organization. 

All this seems to disprove what is 
said so often—that is, that literary men 
and other artists do not care for public 
affairs. 

One of the practical annoyances which 
authors run egainst, and of which the 
reader has no suspicion, is the tyranny 
of word corretting, and the necessity of 
compressing or distending a given idea 
merely because, treated in its natural 
way, it is too long for the conventional 
short story, or too short for the six- 
shilling novel. Publishers’ experience 
seems to show that a novel cannot run 
much short of-the usual length and be 
successful—which is a great pity. Many 
a fine story has been left unwritten by 
the conscientious author, and spoiled hy 
the unconscientious one, because it did 
not furnish material for the usual two 
or three hundred printed pages. 

All this was suggested by an angry 
little note which Mr. Maurice Hewlett 
has récently sent to the papers on the 
subject of a disagreement he has had 
with his publishers about his forth- 
coming story, “The Spanish Jade,” a 
book that runs to less than half the 
ordinary novel length. It tg a pity 
anything should have occurred to mar 
the prospects of this book since I have 
been told by some one who read it in 
manuscript that it is one of the finest 
things Mr. Hewlett has ever done.

OSTON, March 13.—The al- 
most incredible ingenuity 
of the French mind has no 
better living exponent in 
fiction than M. Paul Bour- 
get, and not many better 
illustrations than his “ The

Here are two noblemen, father and son, 
whose family character, definitely shaped 
before the day of Chalons, has been

Doubtless it is good for us to 
be humbled a little, and the entirely for- 
eign situation presented interests one as 
mocch as if any American could possibly 
be found in it before the end of the next 
millernium, when we, too, shall have his- 
tory to remember. 


“ Priest and Pagan,’ Mr. Herbert M. 
Hopkins’s new story, might have been 
written to present a literary species ex- 
actly opposite to the Frenchman's. Of 
\ghe four men and two women constituting 
its small company of personages, not one 
is typical, and the hero of the story, a 
minister, reverses the fashionable course 
and becomes more devoted to Christianity 
instead of turning liberal and emancipat- 
ed, and creating a beautiful creed for one 
believer. The story is vastly better than 
the author's “Mayor of Warwick,” aad 
the religious reaction of which it is a 
manifestation. will give it a longer life 
in the lbraries and on the counters than 
was granted to the other. 


Suitably enough, ‘“! Priest and Pagan” 
will bé issued by Messrs. Houghton, Miff-
